S.B.O. 168, — The following byelaws of the regulation of the recovery of 
Cycle Tax in Ambala Cantonment, framed by the Cantonment Board, Ambala, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of section 282 and section 283 
of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), arc hereby published for general 
information, the same having been previously published and having been 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section 
(1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 


Bye-laws for the regulation of the recovery of Cycle Tax in Ambala Cantonment 


1. In these bye-laws unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, 

(i) "Cycle” means a bicycle or a tricycle; 


(ii) "Year” means the period of twelve months beginning with the flmt day 
of April and ending with the thirty-first day of March, next follow- 
ing. 


2 . The Cantonment Board may appoint a Moharrir or an Assistant Moharrir 
for the collection of Cycla Tax. 


3. Every person plying or intending to ply a cycle in the limits of Ambala 
Cantonment shall cause such cycle to be registered with the Board, 


4. The application for registration shall state the frame number of the cycle 
proposed to be plied in the limits of Ambala Cantonment and the name and 
address of the owner, 


5- The applicant shall, along with the application referred to in byelaw 4. 
deposit a sum of two rupees as cycle tax into the Cantonment Funds. 

6. On receipt of the application and tax as aforesaid the cycle shall be regis- 
tered and such registration shall hold good upto 31st March, next following. 


7. Every registered cycle shall have attached to it metal token bearing the 
number of its registration. The token shall be of such nature as may be deter- 
mined by the Executive Officer of the Board from time to time and shall be 
of a size easily distinguishable And shall bear consecutive number, 


8. The token shall be supplied by the Cantonment Board on payment of the 
tax on the cycle. In the case of loss of a token a new token shall be supplied 
on payment of fifty paise. 

9. No cycle shall be registered nor shall a metal token be issued In respect of 
any cycle unless the tax payable to the Board in respect of the cycle has been 
paid. 

10. On the expiration of the initial period of registration, application for 
renewal will be submitted as in byelaw 4, containing in addition, the number of 
the token issued for the preceding year. 


11. Any cycle which is not registered and which is not affixed with a metal 
token proscribed shall, if found plying in any public place or street in the 
Cantonment, be liable to be detained by any officer or servant of the Board till 
the tax in respect thereof has been paid into the Cantonment Funds. 

12, Whoever, 

(i) fails to get his cycle registered under byelaw 3; 
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(ii) fails to renew the registration under Byelaw 10; 


(iii) fails to scj that a metal token as required byelaw 7 is affixed to his 
cycle; and 


(ivl fails to give his full particulars on enquiry by any servant of the 
Board or any member of the police force, 


shall be punishable with fine which may extend to rupees one hundred.

S.R.O. 169.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Class III and IV posts in the Military Lands and 
Cantonments Service, namely; — 


1. Short title. — (1) These rules may be called the Military Lands and Canton- 
ments Service (Class III and Class IV) Recruitment Rules, I960. 


\2) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 


2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of 
the Schedule hereto annexed. 


3. Classification and scales of pay etc.— The classification of the said posts, the 
scales of pay attached thereto, the method of recruitment to the said costs, age 
limit, and other matters relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 
4 to 14 of the said Schedule; 


Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 7 of the said Schedule 
for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
general orders of the Central Government, issued from time to time. 


4, Disqualification. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries In any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible 
for appointment to any of the said posts; and 


(b) no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a 
wife living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to 
any of the said posts: 


Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any provision of those rules with respect to any class or category 
of persons.
